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Unemployment on Increase— 
American Federation of Labor 
officials said unemployment had in- 
creased to about the same level it 
attained back in 1935, 
Figures for March in the last 
four years as compiled by the fed- 


eration are: 1938, 11,232,000; 1937, 
8,604,000; 1936, 10,482,000; 1935, 
11,233,000. 


The AFL figure for March, 1933, 
described by one official as being 
“only a rough estimate” was 15,- 
100,000. No figures were available 
for March, 1934. 

In other words, things are get- 
ting no better fast. 


Benefits Paid Strikers— 


From now on all persons thrown 
out of work because of strikes will 
be entitled to unemployment bene- 
fits. Ruling on this matter was 
handed down this week by A. G. 
Motsch, supervisor of the appeals 
section, when two AFL workers, 
temporarily jobless because of the 
recent controversy at the sugar re- 
finery at Crockett, applied for un- 
employment benefits. 

This ruling applies, however, to 
cases not directly connected with 
the strike. 


Great Orator Makes 
“Donkey” of Himself— 

One of the greatest orators (so 
he thinks) ever to face an audience 
spoke before the CIO gang recently 
and was I amused when I read 
part of his speech.

LEWIS IS A “BIG 
| AM” SAYS FREY 
OF METAL TRADES 


MORE LABOR NEWS 


Responsibility for the continued 
division in the labor movement is 
due to the “inordinate and over 
weaning ambitions of the most 
egotistical man who ever posed as 
a labor leader—John L. Lewis,” ac- 
cording to John Frey, president of 
the A. F. of L. metal trades divi- 
sion and a member of the A. F. of 
L, executive council. 

The claim was made by Frey in 
addressing a meeting of the San 
Francisco Central Labor Council 
last week. 

Frey predicted that Lewis would 
“defeat himself and the C. I. O.” 
and that the labor movement would 
then be stronger than ever before. 
Against Rating Plan 

John A. O’Connell, secretary of 
the San Francisco Labor Council, 
stated recently that the proposed 
new plan of rating for workmen’s 
compensation insurance, common- 
ly referred to as the “retrospective 
rating plan,’’ will be vigorously op- 
posed by organized labor. 

The matter came up in the form 
of a communication from the state 
industrial accident commission 
which is on record as condemning 
the change “urged by a coterie of 
insurance carriers.” 

Citing the fact that the insurance 
commissioner is now considering 
adoption of the retrospective rat- 
ing plan in connection with the 
premiums for workmen’s compen- 
sation insurance, a resolution un- 
animously adopted by the indus- 
trial accident commission, says, in 
brief: 

1—Provisions of the plan do not 
apply universally to all policy 
holders. 

2—Plan is fundamentally wrong 
and in violation of all principles of 
compensation insurance. 

38—Is not consistent from a fi- 
nancial standpoint in that one 
method is used for computation of 
taxes and a different method used 
for posting of reserves. 

4—Will lead to discrimination of 
employers as between married and 
single men, and as between work- 
men in good physical condition and 
those physically handicapped, such 
as one-armed or one-eyed men. 

5—React unfavorably in the mat- 
ter of safety in employment. Sim- 
ilar plans as operated in other 
states tend to remove incentives 
that an employer now has to use 
every possible means to provide a 
safe place for employes. 

The commission urges the labor 
council to back up the protest, re- 
ferring to the proposed plan as 
“revolutionary in its purpose.”

LABOR WARNED AGAINST SIGNING OF 
PETITIONS TO INCORPORATE UNIONS 


Warning against one of the most drastic proposals ever 
instigated against organized labor was issued this week by 
Edward D. Vandeleur, secretary of the California State 
Federation of Labor. 

Petitions for an initiative measure regulating labor or- 
ganizations are now being circulated under the sponsorship 
of a southern California organization known as ‘““Women 
of the Pacific,’ at whose request the state attorney general 
has given the proposal a ballot title. 

“All members of organized labor must give immediate 
consideration to the proposal and be warned against sign- 
ing petitions favoring it so it will not get on the ballot,” 
Vandeleur said, 

“It is clearly un-democratic, and sponsored by the mon- 
eyed interests who are intent on destroying organized labor. 

“It is urged that all bodies immediately create commit- 
tees to fight this vicious piece of legal trickery. If conscien- 
tious committees will examine the wording of the title and 
the summary of the proposed measure, as constructed by 
the attorney general, they will find that: 

1. It is contrary to the age old rules of labor 
organizations and their duties in protecting the 
workers. 

2. It provides for the making public of docu- 
ments which other corporations may keep secret. 

3. It dictates qualifications and rules as to who 
shall be officers or members of unions. 

4. It dictates acceptance or rejection of potential 
members, 

5. It dictates the expelling of members. 

6. It defines the powers of your organization. 

7. It provides procedure in strikes. 

“There are many more reasons why the proposed 
measure must be stopped from going on the ballot, or de- 
feated if the necessary signatures are obtained.” 

Herewith for the information of all members of organ- 
ized labor is given the full text of the title of the labor 
Organization initiative measure as prepared by the state 
attorney general, so that the viciousness may be fully real- 
ized, and appended hereto is an expert legal opinion on the 
measure obtained by the secretary of the California State 
Federation of Labor. 

“BALLOT TITLE” 

“LABOR ORGANIZATIONS. Initiative. Re- 
guires labor organizations as therein defined to 
incorporate under California laws; to file with labor 
commissioner list of names and addresses of officers 
and directors and other designated documents. Pre- 
scribes qualifications of members and directors, 
method of voting, procedure when membership appli- 
cation denied or member expelled; requires filing of 
verified annual statements with labor commissioner; 
defines and limits powers of labor organizations. 
Prescribes procedure for calling, conducting, partic- 
ipating in, compromising, discontinuing and settling 
strikes. Directs annual financial statements to be 
mailed to members. Defines unlawful acts and pre- 
scribes penalties therefor. Repeals conflicting legis- 
lation.” 

Herewith is appended the legal opinion for the informa- 
tion of members of organized labor. 

LEGAL OPINION 

“One of the basic and misleading features of this pro- 
posal is that while it purports to require that all labor 
organizations shall be incorporated under the general law, 
as a matter of fact the requirements found in the proposal 
are so drastic, and in many cases, so vague and general 
that it amounts to a new law governing corporations which 
applies to labor unions only. 

“The non-profit corporation law of California referred 
to in Section IV of the proposal and found in Section 593 
to 605, inclusive, of the California civil code is very liberal 
and appropriate to non-profit corporations. 

“The present proposal begins in Section V by providing 
for the filing of documents with the labor commissioner, 
which requirement is not found in the general law. 

“Tt provides in Section VI for not less than seven direc- 
tors while the general law provides for not less than three. 

“It puts restrictions on those who are to serve as direc- 
tors which are not found anywhere in the corporation law, 
whether governing profit or non-profit corporations, and 
a shining example of the special requirements found in 
Section VI is that each director and officer must take an 
oath that he will comply with the law. Imagine a provision 
requiring directors of all corporations to take such an oath. 

“Financial statements are provided for in great detail 
to be filed in various offices, something not required of any 
other corporation. 

“The union is not to be permitted to have any say as to 
who shall become members and unlimited prospects of liti- 
gation are found in the provisions of Section IX in that 
behalf. 

“The provisions regarding the right to strike are found in 
Sections XVII to XX and make it practically impossible for 
a union to comply with the law in that regard without risk 
of violating the law in some particular, and violations of 
the law are expressly declared to be crimes of which persons 
Participating therein may be prosecuted in the criminal 
courts, 

“It is clear that this is the real purpose of the proposal. 

“At the end of the proposal, in Section XXX, we find 
that the legislature is forbidden to amend the proposition 
except in immaterial detail. 

“There are two dangers created by this proposal. 

“1. That the measure might possibly be adopted due to 
a misunderstanding by the people of its provisions. 

“2. That if a considerable vote is polled upon it, this 
will encourage enemies of labor in the next legislature to 
hamper and oppose the labor program.” 

For these and other apparent reasons it is again urged 
that it is important to oppose this measure.

The executive council of the American Federation of Labor, 
issued a comprehensive statement setting forth the underlying 
objectives and policies of the federation in connection with a 
number of crucial questions now confronting the American 
people. 

The statement upheld private initiative and private property 
with a “fair return upon legitimate investments,” reasserted the 
right of labor to organize and bargain collectively and the para- 
mount importance of strict observance of agreements between 
unions and employers, demanded the payment of the “highest 
wages which industry can afford,” declared that it is the duty of 
those who own and operate private industry to end the unem- 
ployment problem by creating jobs for the jobless army now 
numbering over eleven million persons, voiced the necessity of 
democracy in industrial relations, urged industry to cast aside 
all forms of warfare against labor, and stressed the importance 
of cooperation between capital and labor to eliminate economic 
wrongs and establish industrial justice. 

Following is the text of the executive council’s statement: 


“The executive council of the American Federation of Labor 
regards the present moment as most opportune and timely for 
a declaration of its basic aims and objectives. 


“Unemployment can only be overcome through the creation 
of work opportunities for working men and women in private 
industry. This is the real remedy for unemployment. The time 
has arrived when, through cooperation, understanding and a 
proper regard for the rights of all employers and employes, 
industry and labor should get together and seek to find a way 
by which this real remedy for idleness can be applied. 

“The American Federation of Labor is committed to the 
principle of private ownership, private initiative and the protec- 
tion of private property. The right to own and manage property 
must be conceded and safeguarded. 


“Working people must be accorded the right to organize and 
bargain collectively. The highest wages which industry can 
afford should be paid and a fair return upon legitimate invest- 
ments to those who own private property must be freely con- 
ceded. 

“Labor and capital can cooperate, develop efficiency and 
production through labor organizations developed by the work- 
ers and through the organization of industry, as developed by 
industrial management. 

“Through the establishment of contractual relationships, 
industrial peace can be promoted and industrial production 
stabilized. Contracts entered into between organized labor and 
industrial management must be regarded as sacred obligations. 
They must be religiously observed. 

“The principle of industrial democracy through which labor 
and management may solve their common economic problems 
should be recognized and applied in all industrial relationships. 

“Organizations of labor should be governed by democratic 
policies, rules and procedure. This is the American way. It is in 
conformity with modern requirements and democratic principles. 

“Through the development of team work between industry 
and labor, many economic wrongs can be righted, many of in- 
dustry’s legislative burdens can be remedied, and the maximum 
of service which industry and labor may render can be given 
the entire nation. 

“Labor invites industry to discard the weapons of industrial 
warfare directed against labor by employers’ associations both 
now and in days gone by. Let us all have a new vision of the 
changed attitude between labor and capital. It means the sub- 
stitution of cooperation and understanding for industrial strife. 
All of this is easy of accomplishment because all that is required 
is to respect and recognize the economic, legal and industrial 
rights of both labor and capital.”

Harrison Says Twenty-One Unions 
Will Resist to the Utmost the 
Raid on Pay Envelopes of Nearly 
One Million Employes 


George M. Harrison, chairman of 


the railway labor executives’ asso- 
ciation and a vice president of the 
American Federation of Labor, told 
President Roosevelt that the twen- 
ty-one national and international 


ployed on the railroads will put up 
a one hundred per cent resistance 
against the proposal made by the 
managements of 139 railroads for a 
15 per cent wage cut, effective July 
1, affecting approximately 925,000 
employes. 

It was estimated that the wage 
slash would amount to about $250,- 
000,000 on an annual basis. Mr. Har- 
rison informed the president that 
labor found the wage-cut proposals 
absolutely indefensible at a time 
when the nation was seeking to 
find the road to recovery. 

The wage reduction scheme was 
voted at a meeting of the Associa- 
tion of American railroads in Chi- 
cago, attended by more than 100 
railroad executives, including most 
of the presidents. 


Appeal Denied 


Holding that it lacked jurisdic- 
tion because the case had not gone 
through a federal circuit court of 
appeals, the supreme court this 
week dismissed the appeal of the 
international ladies’ garment work- 
ers’ union against an injunction 
issued by a three-judge U. S. dis- 
trict court restraining picketing of 
the Donnelly Garment company in 
Kansas City.

president of the A. F. of L. build- 
ing and construction trades depart- 
ment, in his testimony before the 
subcommittee of the house appro- 
priations committee in support of 
President Roosevelt’s $4,512,000,000 
spending-lending program, which 
includes $1,250,000,000 for the 
works progress administration to 
be used during the first seven 
months of the fiscal year begin- 
ning July 1. 

In discussing the new under- 
standing with the works progress 
administration, Mr. McInerney 
said: 

“Representatives of the building 
trades department, keenly aware of 
the destructive effect of these prac- 
tices upon the labor standards es- 
tablished in the industry, discussed 
this problem with Works Progress 
Administrator Hopkins in a series 
of conferences last week. As a re- 
sult of these conferences, Mr. Hop- 
kins pledged the works progress 
administration to correct these 
practices and rectify these abuses 
by means of new administrative 
regulations. 

“According to Mr. Hopkins these 
regulations will provide that on all 
projects where sponsors have made 
contributions, the prevailing rates 
established by WPA shall be paid 
The payment of prevailing rates 
will also be required on all con- 
struction operations undertaken by 
other departments and agencies of 
the federal government using WPA 
funds. 


“It was also agreed to establish 
an effective procedure for the de- 
termination of prevailing wages in 
the locality in which the project is 
undertaken and to provide a satis 
factory method for proper classifi 
cation and determination of quali- 
fications of those employed 
projects at various trades,”
